Publishes Letter that 


Throws on the Light 


"Smoked Out, or Why We're Telling Before Election What We 


Had Hoped to Keep Covered Until Aftef the Votes Were All in,' 
is the headline of a touching little. melodrama put on by our amus- 
ing and venerable contemporary, The Evening Tmes. The motive 
which prompted the Democratic organ in writing its touching lit- 
tle sketch which appeared last evening is hard to ascertain, but 
its effect has undoubtedly been.to confirm the contention of The 
Ti-ibune in the waterworks controversy throughout, and for that 
unexpected favor The Tribune renders its sincere and heartfelt 
thanks.

department; that a 


Democrat mayor and a Democrat board of control have been try- 
ing, with the aid of the Republican machine, to defeat a Demo- 
cratic council; and that nothing really has been done wliich could 
not be undone by & council as favorably inclined .toward the elec- 
tric pump people as are the mayor, his board of control and the 
Republican machine.

CUTTED BY EITHER PARTY UNTIL THE BOND MATTER IS 
SETTLED. 'The approval of the form of contract will, however, 
furnish a basis on which we can proceed with the drawing and 
pattern work.

Every contention of The Tribune, from first to last, is specifi- 


cally borne out by this letter, which until now has never seen the 
light of day. . The voters will note that bids were received from the 
Holly people last February, nearly a year ago. Council stood 
ready then and has ever since, to vote the required appropriation 
for this pump. 


But the board of control absolutely refused to receive the 


money. Committees were appointed to investigate and recommend 
Expert testimony from every quarter of the United States was 
thrust upon this board by a council that has ever stood true to the 
trust imposed in them by the people. Not even the lesson of an 
acute water famine had any effect on these men who, to put it 
mildly, were frantically flirting with the men who were using every 
effort that human ingenuity could devise to defeat the will of the 
people and foist upon the city an expensive and impractical elec- 
tric pump. 


•The board stood stolidly with Its masters throughout the late 


winter months, throughout the initial drouth of last spring and the 
worse drouth of the summer months. Ruined lawns and gardens 
had no effect. Insurance was doubled on many business blocks 
and resident properties. 
Citizens everywhere were denouncing the 


inexcusable delay of the administration. 
Council finally took the 


matter still further in its own hands and passed an appropriating 
ordinance specifying that the mconey was to be expended on a 
steam pump built by the Holly people. 


The mayor feigned great indignation 
at this "usurpation of 


power on the part of council" and said in substance that the 
"officioiis councilmen could go to with their pump and get the 
kind they wanted and have it built where they pleased,'' preferably 
it is presumed, where it is even hotter and dryer than it is in Cosh- 
octon in the summer without water. 


Note what the Holly people say in thi* letter: "WE NOTE 


THAT IT WILL BE IMPOSSIBLE FOR THE BOARD OF CON- 
TROL TO ENTER INTO A CONTRACT UNTIL THE FORMALI- 
TIES REGARDING THE BONDS HAVE BEEN LEGALLY SET- 
TLED." Hasn't this been the identical contention of The Tribune 
from the first? The "statute specifically provides that contracts 
for work of this kind can never be legally let until "the money is 
in the treasury or i» in process of collection." And not to this day 
have the legal requirements been met by which the money for this 
pump can even be in process of collection.

Their sense of touch Is so acute that 
at Overbrook massage la an Important 
part of the curriculum. 


In fact. It i» wonderful what th« 


blind can do if they are given an op- 
portunity to learn and to apply their 
knowledge. A blind electrician keeps 
the bells and batteries In order In th*.' 
New York Association and two blind 
girls act as secretaries in the office. 
This association asks the public to dic- 
tate letters to these girls and to send 
phonographic records and let them 


I typewrlto them. They have pupils that 
' give shampooing, facial and «calp maa- 
: sage, that tune pianos, mnko baskets 
of rafla and sweet grass, knit and cro- 
chet, ami prepare beadwork, especially 
artistic lamp shades to match drapery 
and walls. 
Every elTort Is made to 


have the public employ these trained 
blind persons and to send them ticket* 
for concerts, theatres and lectures. 


Present efforts for the blind may ba 


in their Infancy, but certain things are 
established as essential for their relief. 
Among them are laws to prevent un- 
i n e c c s s a r y blindness, kindergarten 
•training, technical and manual train- 
ing, special classes for backward blind 
children, scholarships 
for 
qualified 


blind students, shop* where the blind 


i can carry on their trades, home teach-
